Three shots were fired by Peoples 


at Starts as he was passing in bis. tine 
new carriage. 


The first bullet took effect in the 


top of the carriage, the second strik- 
ing the lazy-back and imbedding if 
self two inches in the wood. The third 
struck Starts just below the 
left 


shoulder, going in about 2j inches, 
striking the shoulder biade, glancing 
and coming to the surface near the 
neck.

tbe fusillade of bullets Peoples return- 
ed to his home nearby, where, after 
emptying the blank cartridges from 
his revolver, reloaded it and holding 
the muzzle o' the weapon to his fore- 
head, tired. 


PEOPLES NOT SERIOUS. 


During the morning Peoples was 


conscious as he had been since 
the 
shooting, 
and 
positively re- 


fused 
to" have a physician attend 


him. 
Many people 
visited 
his 


home but he refused to talk concern- 
ing the shooting- Those who visited 
him report that they think he will 
recover, should he have medical at- 
tention. In event "he continues* to 
refuse a physician's services he may 
not recover. 


DETERMINED TO MARRY. 


Young Starts was determined to 


marry the young lady whose name is 
Miss Vina Peoples, aged IS. The past 
three weeks she has been visiting at 
I 
the home of her grandmother at Lin- 
ton Mills where her intended husband 
had arranged to meet her. He arrived 
at the home of the girl's grandmotne1" 
and although in a weak condition tbe 


coupie proceeded from there to the 
residence of Rev, Taylor where the 
knot was tied and then they return- 
ed to Starts'home, which is located 
about three-fourths of a mile from 
that of the would-be murderer and 
suicide. The young man bears a good 
reputation in the neighborhood and is 
said to be thrifty. He has tbe sym- 
pathy of many admiring friends. It is 
thought he will recover from tbe 
wounds.

During the day Peoples consent- 


ed to undergo an operation to baye 
the bullet removed from his forehead. 
where it was flattened out and imbed- 
ed. The operation was to be perform- 
ed later by Dr. Crissweil. of Plain field, 
and Dr. Hosick. of Newcornerstown. 
Peoples' condition, says Dr. Criswell. 
is not serious. The doctor attrib- 
utes the poor success of the would-be 
suicide's intentions to the bad condi- 
tion of the weapon he used. 


The revolver has not been found and 


is believed to have been picked up by 
some member of Peoples' fam ily and 
secreted.

Charles Wilson,brother of to?young 
lady who befuddled Mr. James yesser- 
day. was the first to take the stand. 
He simply corroborated his sister's ac- 
count of Leiirhninger's boasting re- 
mark at the Union church. 


Calvin Babcock was next called and 
testified to hearing Leigumnger say 
at the Union church on the Wednes- 
day evening preceding the shooting 
that on Friday there was going to be 
a littrary held there. ''Air Linton 
township will be there. There is go- 
ing to be some one hurt. 
I have 
got something here (motioning toward 
his hip pocket). I intend to remain 
on top half the time." 
The cross examination of this wit- 
ness failed to develop any contradic- 
tions and Frank Stone was called 
next. He testified that at the literary 
meeting Leighninger said,"Plainfield, 
Linton and Marlatt's Ran have it in 
for me. If I meet them along the 
higbway I will leave some of them Iv- 
ing in a fence corner. 
I have come 


over here for trouble and blood will 
be shed before I get back."

She testified 
that she was in the crowd with Leigh- 
ninger on the Friday night in ques- 
tion and her story was not in the least 
different Irom those already given *x- 
cept that when Leighninger quit 
shooting he hurried towards her and 
her crowd of friends and answered 10 
reply to a question by Jesse Parks as 
to the condition of Calboun. that he 
had fixed him. She was dismissed 
without cross-examination, and her 
eleven-year-old sister. Nellie, was call- 
ed and repeated her sister's testimony 
in her childish way with the exception 
that she understood Leighninger tc 
say. on being questioned by Parks, 
that he couid not help it. 
She was 


also dismissed without cross examina- 
tion, through consideration of Judge 
Hunter. 


OTHEIl TESTIMONY. 


Stone was followed to the witness 
chair by Bobert Switzer whose testi- 
mony amounted to nothing- At this 
point in the proceedings after a little 
squabble the opposing attornevs be- 
gan feeding each other suclf large 
doses of taffy that after hearing a 
short story of the affair from James 
Babcock they were forced to take a re- 
cess to regain their breath. 


Immediately after recess John Huff 
gave his testimony. The main point 
of bis testimony was identifying the 
revolver which Leighninger bad bor- 
rowed of him and with which he did 
the shooting.

The last witness of the dav was Miss 
Bessie Wilson, who told a straight 
story concerning a meeting with How- 
ard Leighninger at church the Wed- 
nesday evening previous to the un- 
lucky Friday. On this occasion, she 
said, he p?ssed her party of friends 
and remarked of the Calhoun boys, 
who have the distinction of being de- 
scendants of some of the natives of 
Erin, that "the Irish do not walk any- 
more but come in rigs '' To this re- 
mark the witness replied: '-Xo. How- 
ard, they are afraid of hurting you if 
they walk." 
Leighninger answered: 
•'Don't worry: when you see the Cai- 
boun boys after I am through with 
them you won't know them.'" As she 
was not present at the scbowlhouse on 
January 1., this completed her testi- 
mony. 


Captain James undertook to tangle 
the lady in her testimony, but the 
girl was too much for him and suc- 
ceeded in tangling up the attorney 
and brought down the court ruoai 
with gales of laughter at the Cap- 
tain's expense, "the merriment in 
creased to such extent that His Honor 
was forced to use the gavel to restore 
order.

He repeated some tes- 
timony given Tuesday to the effect 
that after Leighninirc-r had fired he ex- 
claimed. "Jwiw G— d— you. if anyone 
elsesays anything. I will shoot six or 
eight more."

The order will go into efiect June 25. 
The purpose of the order is to restrict 
the output, and thus to some extent 
prevent the operators filling orders 
for bituminous coal to be sent to 
points where anthracite coal was used 
prior to the anthracite miners' strike. 


Action of Ohio Miners. 


Columbus. June 19.—The state ex- 


ecutive board of th<? Ohio miners, in 
session here, adopted resolutions stat- 
ing the position and desires of the 
miners of the Ohio fields.

He sent 
supplies to the insurgents, he said, 
and then after the lapse of a few days 
would notify the Americans that such 
supplies had gone out. This Malvar 
ordered the townspeople to do in or- 
der that they might not be suspected 
by the Americans of disloyalty.

city, an excellent opportunity exists 
for the establishment of sach an en- 
terprise, says Leslie's Weekly. Few, If 
any, cities in the orient, he says, offer 
better facilities for exploiting Ameri- 
can goods than Bombay. It possesses 
a magnificent harbor, extensive sys- 
tems of railways radiate from it, and 
Its steamship and freight lines run to 
all parts of the glob«L It Is a great 
transshipping point by sea and Is the 
national gateway to India. The point 
is also made that the Indian native is 
not prevented by patriotism from bay- 
ing where he can secure the best and 
cheapest goods— especially the cheap- 
est. For these reasons and many oth- 
ers. which Mr. Fee gives, be thinks 
that a department store conducted on 
American lines would be a great suc- 
cess.
